For threo days war correspondents have 
been silenced, and this silence is causing 
pessimistic views regarding the result of 
the battle. 

The Morning Post says: We are com- 
pletely in ignorance as to result of fight at 
Modder River. We do not even know 
on which aide of the river Lord Methuen's

THE WAR SUMMARY. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier has received a despatch 
from Lord Strathcona, the Canadian 
High Commissioner in London, an- 
nounoing that all is well with the 
Canadian contingent, whose arriyal 
at Cape Town has been already 
reported. 

The situation in South Africa to.day is 
decidedly clearer than at any time 
since the commencement of hostilities. 
General Methuen has forwarded ao 
partial list of the casualties from Mod- 
der River, showing that four British 
otlicers were killed and sixteen wound- 
ed in Tuesday's fight. 

In London it is believed that this compar- 
atively small loss among the ofticers 
means that the total casualties were 
not after all so heavy as the first des- 
patches appeared to indicate. 

General Methuen was himself slightly 
wounded. His latest despatches were 
from Modder River, and it is generally 
held by British military experts that 
nothing more will be heard of him 
until the siege of Kimberley is raised. 

There is a hopeful message from the bo- 
sieged town, and also a cheery des- 
patch from Col. Baden-Powell at Ma- 
feking, in whici he says that the 
health of the garrison is good and that 
the enemy is doing no damage. 

He adds that Commandant Cronje, with a 
considerable portion of the Boers, has 
gone south, thus confirming tho report 
that Cronje was in the fights against 
General Methuen. 

From Ladysmith there is an official mes- 
sage statirg that all was well up to 
Noy. 25, and contirming the report of 
the repulse of a sharp attack on Nov. 
9, with very heavy loss to the enemy. 

On the southern border of the Orange Freo 
State Major-General Gatacre reports 
no change in the situation, 

Gen. Joubert is reported killed,

Hutton has had a little friction with 
the authorities of the Militia Depart- 
thent, through his styling Lieut-

The General, having instituted the

It was then stated that 
sho had her little son, Willie, with her, 
and this no doubt was the case, as she had 
him with her when she loft here, It is, 
therefore, rather strarga that the boy 
should now be reported to be with his 
father. Tho little fellow was also reported 
to then be ill with tho fever. Dr, Ireland’s 
friends here excuse his action in trying to 
evade his wife, and do not seem very much 
surprised at the turn affairs have taken. It 
is generally thought that he tried to leave 
her behind when he left Trenton, but that 
she followed him to Montreal, where hoe 
finally succeeded in ou!witting her, and 
though he was supposed to have slipped off 
the wharf in that city and found a watery 
grave, the accuracy of the stury was doubt- 
ed in some'quirters. hore is little doubt 
however, that bis wife flemly b lieved that 
he was Crowned. ItisJoarncd that his 
mother expects that he will pay her a visit 
in Toronto at Christmas time, and it is 
probable that he intends to make a hurried 
visit to Trenton about the same tine, 


Dr. William Ireland, who, it will be re 
membered, dite ppesred suddenly in Mont: 
real, and was at first thought to have been 
drownei in front of the city, has upon 
authentic intormation been heard from. 

A year ago last October Dr, Tréland, 
who was a guest at the St. Lawrence Hull, 
dropped out of sight, and his wife,who wig 
with him in the city, made the statement 
that he had disappeared off thy Richelieu 
and Ontario Navigation Company's wharf, 
and she believed him to be drowned. 


Mrs. Ireland's testimony in the’ case, 
however, was of such a contradictory char- 
acter and the facts to prove the case were 
of so light a texture,that the belief became 
common that the missing man had left 
Montreal of his own free will, and either 
took a steamship abroad or had Jeft the 
immediate vicinity by rail, From time to 
time stories cropped up of his alleged 
appearance, but up to new none were of 
such a character as could be altogether 
believed. 

INSURANCE NEVER CLAIMED, 


One of the facts in connection with the 
disappearance was that the man had a largo 
amount of insurance on his life. The 
amount was upward of $28,000, and nearly 
all this sum bad been placed within a few 
months prior to his disappearance. The 
insurance companies never seemed to worry 
themselves over the matter to any great 
extent,and it was said that they had inside 
information that Dr. Ireland was alive and 
well, They took the position that Mrs. 
Treland could not produce sufficient proofs 
of death, and the matter has hung’in this 
position from that day to this. 

Speaking of the matter this morning,one 
one of the officials of the Sun Life stated 
that they had what they believed to be 
good reliable information that the man 
was alive. This last story of his being 
alive and practising his profession under 
the name of Dr. Grey in one of the west- 
ern States they had heard, but so far had 
had no confirmation of the news. 


Tt now turns out that a lawyer in Trent- 
on, Ont., has heard from the man. It 
seems that Dr. Ireland's mother is in T'rent- 
on at the present time, though his wife is 
not. From the story given out it would 
seem that Dr. Ireland’s reason for} disap: 
pearing was that he could not agree with 
his wife, and took this means of getting 
out of her way. It is furthor siated that he 
had attempted to obtain s separation from 
her previous to his disappearance, but had 
failed.

RELIEF OF KIMBERLEY 


May He » Fagt To-Duy er To-Morrow 
—Boer Daten Get Hack to Their 
Me 


London, Dee, 1.—(Afternoon.)—While the 
rumors of the rellef of Kimberley current 
on the stock exchange today may be pre 
mature In thelr literal sense, there seems 
no doubt that the pressure on the risop 

has been much lightened by General Meth 
wen's successes, and the actual relief of the 

lace must, seemingly, be a fact very short 
ly. A clue to the urgency reasons which 
dictated General Methuen'’s hurried march 
may be found In Governor Milner's bint to 
the Rellef Committee at Cape Town to pre- 
pire for the reception of 70,000 refugees, 

Indicating that the gerrison must have had 
reason to fear the reduction of Kimberley 
by starvation and disease. The recent news 
from Kimberley comes by way of Pretorla, 
and Almost seems to show that Kimberley 
ond Mafekiug are acting in concert with 
General Methuen, for at the time the battle 
Was raging at Gras Pan, both Col. Keke 
wich and Col. Baden-Powell made sorties 
and assailed the beleaguers. The result of 
the Mafeking sorile Is not known, but, ac 
cording to a despatch from Pretoria, Col. 
Kekewich intilcted considerable loss on the 
Boers, two shells killing nine and wounding 
17 of a group of Boers, 

At Kimberley Probably To-Day. 
Tt ts reported that General Methuen 
sumed bis march northward Weduesiday, 
and expected to form a Junction with the 
Kimberley forces Saturday or Sunday. It 
is suggested In some quarters that the Roer 
forces haye been withdrawn from the north 
of Cape Colony and may be hurrylng t« 
attack General Methuen’s rear, But rein 
forcements haye been pushed rapidly for 
ward from Orange River and De Aar, and 
fe Is sald they ought to circumyent such 
designs. From Lord Wolseley'’s announce 
ment that it had been decided to call out 
one more division, it appears clear that the 
War Office doew hot look for a speedy col- 
lapse of Boer resistance. The brief tele- 
grams coming from Natal and the central 
theatre of the war convey Ilttle information 

about the situation.

Ald. Bogart said tha City Solicitor had 
stated that the contract was void. It was 
evident that the Company had secured 
legal advice, and that their lawyer had ox- 
pressed the opinion that the contract was 
not void. Woe wanted no litigation which 
would involve thousands of dollars. He 
was there toarrive at an agrecment if pos- 
sible, and he wanted ncq 1iLbling. He would 
move that theformeragreoment between the 
City and the Company be adhered to. The 
contract was a good one. Weknow what 
litigation means, and we want to keep out 
of it.

Ald Doyle thought he was being unjustly 
attacked by some of the Aldermen, and, in 
truth, he seemed to be treated with scant 
courtesy. ‘hoy were all there to do their 
best for the city.

Here the Alderman was interrupted again 
and he remarked that some of the Commit- 
tee seemed to have a good deal of steam 
on.

Mr. Pearson said he would cheerfully 
guarantce the safety of the trees, but if a 
branch or twig required cutting he thought 
the city should appoint somebody who was 
competent to see that proper care was 
taken.

London, Dec. 4.—The Daily Chronicle 
publishes a despatch from its correspond- 
entat Modder River Camp, which des- 
cribes the recent battle, which lasted near 
ly 14 hours, The enemy occupied a strong- 
ly entrenched position. They were well 
supplied with artillery and fought desper 
atoly. After an. artillery duel last- 
ed some hours the British Infantry 
advanced across the plain towards 
the river in two brigades. The 
Guards on the right were met by an awful 
hail of bullets from the enemy's sharpshoot- 
era posted close to the river on the opposite 
bank. Our men had no cover whatever 
and were simply moweddown. Itseemed 
impossible to live through the terrible fire, 
but the brave fellows did not retreat an 
inch, The Boer fire was horribly uccurate 
and they must have numbered at least 
10,000. The Scots Guards advanced 600 
yards before they were fired on, 


the deadly fusilade, which lasted 
withoubintermission throughout the day. 
Tho Highlanders made several attempts to 
force & passage of the river, but they were 
exposed to such a murderous epfilading | 
fire that they hud to retire after they had 
suffered terribly.

LETTER FROM A BRITISH OFFICER 


The Press Association states that's letter 
from & British officer at De Aar, dated 
Ostober 20th, was received in London yes- 
terday. ‘he writer says :

come up. ‘Ten thousand are to come here, 
but are not expected for at least a month. 
At present we are the only regiment Fere, 
and have to keep the line open and guard 


troops... We have not half enough men, as 
the front of our pesition is nearly five miles, 
and we cannot watch it properly. Wo 
are right on the veldt, which is a mild scrt 
of sand desert, and have got kopjes, or 
hills, all around, so our position is strong 
as long as we can hold the hills, but if the 
Boers can get artillery near us they will 
wipe us out in a few hours without getting 
in rifle range at all, as we have no guns 
ourselves. Wekeep on wiring for them, 
but the officials at home and at Capetown 
do not seem to under tand the position. 
The Northumberland Fusiliers have gone 
on to Orange River. This place must be 
held, 80 we cannot move on till reinforce- 
ments are sent to relieve us, which may 
not be for weeks.

Werth Asl and More of the Work rut

Before the invention of printing 
literature existed only in the form 
of manuscripts, which were exceed- 
mnyly. rare and costly.

Absolute as was Louis XI, he

The Subject Discussed by 
Rev. C. E, McIntyre. 


An Able and Instructive Viscourse— 
The Ransomed of the Lord Shall 
Come to Zion with Songs and 
Everlasting Joy. 


At Bridgo street Methodist church last 
evening, the pastor, Rey. O, E, McIntyre, 
preached an eloquent sermon onthe sub- 
ject of the ransomed of the Lord retvrning 
to Zion. Asa basis for his remarks he 
chose the text found in Isaiah, 35th chap- 
ter and 10th verse : 

And the ransomed of the Lord shall retvuro 
and come to Zion with songs and ever- 
lasting joy upon their heads, and they 
shall obtain joy and gladness. and sor- 
row and sighing shall flee away. 

In the words of the text we have two 
peculiar observations of the old prophets. 
One relates to the Jewish nation and the 
other to the Christian church. The 
words are appropriately adapted to 
our entering into the celestial abode. It 
gives the child of God a triumphant victory 
over all his fues. Satan endeavors to hold 
us within his grasp. He endeavors to hold 
us in Londaye. ‘here are two bondages, 
naniely, physicsl and spiritual, Spiritual 
bondage is more irksome than physical 
bondage. The latter will terminate some 
time, asit did with the slaves, but the 
spiritnal one who is enslaved is under the 
curse of the law, In this state man can- 
not escape alone. He cannot overcome 
the powers which bind him ; he cannot 
break the fetters which hold him. In his 
anguish he cries out ‘*Who will deliver me?” 
but he can not purchase the freedom ho 
desires. In this condition we are wicked, 
poor, blind ‘and naked. No person can 
give a ransom for another in this condition. 
Christ saw man in this condition and in- 
terposed in his behalf. He gave Himself 
aransom for all. He broke the fettera 
and placed release wit'.in our reach. His 
sacrifice was an inteivention between an 
offended God and sinfal man. His wasa 
sufficient sacrifice for the whole world. 
God in this sense is our creditor, and He 
had a right to lay down what ho will ao- 
cept as to the debt we owe Him, and He 
says “believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and yo shall be saved.” Satan has now no 
legal claim upon man, but /> holds bond- 
age over us until we apply to God for re- 
lerse. A free pardon has, however, been 
provided for all who will accept it. Satan's 
powor has been destroyed aud ws can be 
freo if we so desire.’ Ransom implies par- 
don, by it all who believeffin Christ are 
set free and elevated to the enjoyment of 
eternal life. Though wo may be tempted 
by the adversary we can by Christ’s ran- 
som be set free from the enemy's powir. 
We have liberty through the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Through Him we have access to 
the Father, and have accoss to His joy, a 
joy so high that it reaches up and becomes 
akin to the joys of those who are in the 
Celestial City, The ransomed of the Lord 
shall re:urn to Zion, to the place prepared | 
for the ransomed, to the Heavenly Jerusa- 
lem. Heaven may be called Zion beciuse 
the glory of God is displayed. The true | 
beauty of Heaven is the presence of God ; 
there the glory of God is seen. The glory 
of God is but dimly discerned here,for now 
we see through a glass darkly, then we 
shall see Him face to face. Countless mul- 
titudes huve alroady entored that place and 
couutless multitudes are now journeying to 
it. All last sll shall be gathered there to 
be forever with each other and forever with 
the Lord, ‘The ransomed shall return. 
The word ‘‘shall” used by God is a word of 
emphasis, and behind that word is God 
and He will exert His power to bring the 
ransomed to Him. Obrist did not go to 
Heaven as an individual, but as a repre- 
sentative of the people. He went to pre- 
pare a place for us that there wo may be 
also, Shall the King be in Heaven and 
His poople not bs there also? ¥' @bGd thas 
entered into a bargain with us and He will 
cerry it out. If we cling to Christ and do 
His will we shall, with the ransomed, return 
to Zion. If wo are not on the road to Zion 
we are on the road to everlasting doom and 
death. There is a real hell as well asa real 
heaven, ard we are journoying forward 
elther to one place or the other, ‘This is 
not contrary to the teachings of Christ, In 
His revelations Hw has given us knowledge 
that there is a place of future punishmont 
Come to Christ and give yourselves to Him 
and journey towards the place where He is 
and be with Him throughout all eternity.

THE LIFTING TRICK. 


IT IS EASY TO PERFORM, BUT HARD 
TO UNDERSTAND. 


Four Men, Fach Holding His Breath 
and Using but One Finger, Lift au 
Iron Plate Weighing 184 Pounds. 
Av Indian Fakir's Trick, 


“A few of us bave lately.been experi- 
menting with the old trick of lifting peo- 
p’e ov one’s finger tips,” said a young 
nan who lives at a fashionable boarding 
house on St. Charles street, “Our pur- 
pose Was to obtain some accurate, intel- 
ligzent data on a very mysterious enom- 
enon, and we kept a careful record of cv- 
erything we did. Some of the results 
Were very surprising. , We began by lift- 
ing a living person. One of our party lay 
down at full length on an extension tae 
Lie, and two of us stood at each side, op- 
posite his shoulders and knees, At a giy- 
en signal all tive took ten deep breaths in 
Unison, then each of the four at the sides 
placed one tinger of the right hand under 
the proxtvate man’s body and lifted, 
meanwhile holding our breath. In the 
uf trials, say three out of five, 
up withont perceptible effort, 
ral times he was lifted as high 
as we could stretch our arms. There is 
absolutely uo sense of weight, and the 
thing is so absurdly easy that each man 
at the table is bound to feel vaguely sus- 
picions that he bas been tricked and that 
thers ly do the lifting. I felt so 
until common sense convinced ine 
Uhat it was utterly impossible. 


“Phe lightest of our subjects weighed | 


141) pounds, and no four people on earth 
could ordinarily lift a man of that size 
on thelr finger tips without visible strain: 
We tried a great many variations, but 
the plan I have described was the only 
oue that proved generally successful. The 
exsentinl point seemed to be to secure a 
certain rhythin in breathing, and when- 
ever we hit the lift was made with un- 
failing certainty, but if any one of us 
‘broke step,’ ku to speak, the experiment 
failed. We were all deeply in earnest, so 
we had no trouble on account of giggling 
or hysterics. I was lifted repeatedly my- 
self, nnd the feeling is indescribable. 
Floating in water is as near as I can 
come to it. . 

“After a great many experiments with 
living people,” continued the speaker, 
“we tried inanimate objects. We took a 
square iron plate, weighing 184 pounds, 
formerly used in a hearth, and placed it 
on a stool. Tour uf us stood at the cor- 
ners and went through the same routine 
that I have already described—breathing 
in unison and then suddenly lifting. ‘To 
our great surprise, this experiment proved 
fully as successful as the other, and in 40 
record trials the plate went up 26 times, 
Such a test, by the way, is dangerous, be- 
cause if there js the slightest catching of 
a breath while the heavy object lifted is 
in the air it Instantly comes crashing 
down with its full weight. Several of us 
narrowly .escaped being hurt by the iron 
slob, and that suggested another and very 
interesting device. 

“We took a large spring steelyard, 
graduated up to 200 pounds, and made it 
self registering by attaching a bit of pen- 
cil to the pointer and putting a slip of 
paper over the scale. Then we hooked it 
into a ring in the floor and fastened the 
other end to the underside of a short 
piece of plank. The plank was supported 
across a couple of chairs, and we tried 
lifting it exactly as we did the iron slab, 
That put a tension on the steelyard, and 
the effect was exactly as if we were lift- 
ing something that grew heavier and 
heavier the higher it went. Our breath- 
ivg had no effect whatever on the spring, 
but the apparatus, while crude, was val- 
uable in showing our normal lifting pow- 
er. We found we were unable to get 
above 12 pounds without clearly percep- 
tible effort, and to register 20 pounds re- 
quired pronounced exertion, Of course 
we could push the board up on our four 
finger tips until the pointer stood at 100, 
but that was a gymopastic feat that 
strained every muscle. We found that 
the raising of the 184 pound slab re- 
quired infinitely less apparent force than 
the registering of 10 or 12 pounds on the 
steelyard, That disposes of the theory 
that the weight was so divided we ‘didn't 
Tec! it.’ 

“Now, how Is one to account for all 
this? To me it is unaccountable. It 
looks like a clear inversion of the law of 
gravitation, and the experiments ore so 
simple that any fiye people who are seri+ 
ous and sensible can perform them with- 
out the slightest trouble. They recull 
very strongly to my tind the ‘levitation’ 
trick of Indian jugglers. I have never 


ween the thing myself, but Professor Wd- . 


ward Baldwin, who is known as an ex- 
poser of spiritualistic humbuggery, ence 
Kive me a graphic description of @ per 
formance which he witnessed at Bom- 
bay. The fakir, who was very old, stuck 
four swords in the earth and bad a young 
fellow lifted up and laid on the hilts, two 
under bis shoulders and two under bis 
calves, He was stretched out rigid about 
a yard above the ground, The fakir then 
withdrew the swords, one at a time, and 
the assistant remained in the air without 
visible support. Baldwin declared it was 
4 trick, but admitted that he couldn't see 
through It. 

“Still it was really more Inexplicable 
than our own experiments, One might 
say io regard to lifting a ying person 
that some sort of electric sympathy was 
established, that the phenomenon was Ip 
some way due to animal maguetism, but 
how about the Iron plate? The metal has 
a certain fixed gravity, and how that 
gravity can be modified or overcome by 
anything we might do, no matter what, 
is a problem that baffles conjecture. Our 
rhythmle breathing undonbtedly wos a 
direct bearing on the result, because we 
are unable to accomplish anything with- 
I bave a pretty falr 
{inngination, but I haven't been able to 
get within a mile of a theory, evon en 
I leave probabilit en*'rely out of consid 
eration,”

“When you go across the bridge to 
the borough of Manhattan, you proba- 
bly notice some of the new 20 or 30 
story buildings going up there and the 
big iron columns and girders used in 
thelr construction. You probably think 
that those columns and girders are all 
new metal, but it fs likely that they are 
not. They are scrap iron, pure and 
simple, or may be mixed with some 
new ore in the melting and recasting 
of the scrap metal in the foundry or 
rolling mill where all the scrap goes. 
Your discarded kitchen stove may re- 
appear in one of the columns or gird- 
ers of a skyscraper. The owners of 
these lofty buildings may think they 
are getting new iron material and may 
pay for it, but they are probably not 
getting {t. Perhaps there isn’t much 
difference In the durability of the re- 
cast metal and the new, 

“When you are riding in a trolley car, 
you may reflect that the metal In the 
axles of the wheels and In the railroad 
tracks may have formerly served in 
stove grates. Such are some of -the 
new forms and uses which scrap metal 
assumes. 

“We dealers alight upon some strange 
finds among the old metal which we 
gather, I have at home six solid 
bronze plaques, as one of this class of 
finds, which I wouldn't take $75 for. 
I've also got at home an iron and 
bronze aquarium, another of these pe- 
culjar discoveries, which I wouldn't 
part with for $50. 

“It is curious to think how such yalu- 
able articles get Into such poor com- 
pany as scrap Iron. Perhaps the orlg- 
inal owners carelessly permit them to 
get mixed up with some old junk 
which they disposed of to the junk- 
man who brings bis collection of stock 
to us, or perhaps they deliberately 
throw them away through simple 
weariness of their possesion.

THE WAR SUMMARY. 

The Kimberly relief column is still at 
Modder River. General Methuen 
has sufticiently recovered from his 
wound to resume active command, 
He has been reinforced by a regiment 
of cavalry, a regiment of lancers, 
some field batteries, snd several regi- 
ments of infantry, including the 
Canadians, which started tc join him 
on the 4th, and should have reached 
him by now, His total force, when 
the advanco is resumed, will be 
16,000. 

The Boers are concentrating strongly at 
Spytfontoin, about eleven miles from 
Kimberley. Their position, however, 
is not nearly so strong at that at 
Modder River, and should General 
Methuen be able to drive them from 
it, they will have to retreat along 
open ground, where the British cay- 
alry could be put to most etlective 
use, 

Kimberley is holding out well, and the 
garrison is very activo, 

On the southern border of the Orange 
Free State, Major-General Gatacre, 
whose force now numbers 6,000 men, 
has assumed the aggressive, and in 
Natal, General Olery's force, advanc- 
ing to the relief of Ladysmith, is 
neurly 20,000 strong, end ready to 
move. 

General Buller has gone to join the force 
and may direct the movements. 

The garrison at Ladysmith is suffering 
somewhat from Boer artillery. 

Both Kimberley and Ladysmith are in 

regular communication with their re- 

spective relieving forces.

Feared in London That the Report is True—Fighting Agaia 
: Near the Modder River, 


'S ON INSIDE PAGES,) 


London, Deo. 8 —It is not improbable 
that the reports printed in the Paris 
papers, to the effect that Mafeking has 
capitulated, are true. However, the War 
Office will mot confirm the report, 
and atate that the latest news from the vi- 
cinity of Mafeking is not later than ten 
ago. At that time preparations had bsen 
mado by Col. Plumer to proceed along 
the railroad with an armored train. At 
that time it was alzo reported the Boers 


were in Jarge force at Metelmakiah bridge 
near Gabvoons, resolved to resist the 
| British advance to Mafeking from tho 
North. These facts were learaed from a 
belated despatch. 


LETTERS FROM THE BOYS.” 


Were Sent From Away South of Cape 
Verde and Reached Belleville 
Last Night. 


Many heartsin Belleville were made 
glad last night by the receipt of letters 
from loved ones among the Canadian Con- 
tingent now near to, if not on, the fight- 
ing line in South Africa. 

The letters were all written on the 
Sardinian and trancferred 730 miles south 
of Cape Verde Islands, on Noy. 17, to a 
ship bound for London, and immodiately 
forwarded to Canada by the Imperial 
postal authorities, crossing the Atlantic to 
New York on the S.S. Oceanic. 

Most of tho letters contained simply 
personal matters, and the recipients were 
averse to having them made public, but 
Tne InrevnigeNncer has been kindly hand- 
ed two,one from a young soldier whose 
communication was so eagerly read before. 
We take great pleasure in presenting 
them to our readers : 


On board SS. Sardinian, 
November 11, '99. 

My Dear Mother,—I have at last an 
opportunity to write to you, as we expect 
to touch at the Cape Verde Islands to- 
morrow. ‘The weather is grand. lHvery 
morning we parade at 6:10 tor a shower 
bath, and they take the hose and sprinkle 
it over us. The only thing I don’t care 
for is the heat in the bottom of the ship 
(where we sleep) ; it is awful, 

The firat five days out wo had it very 
rough, and nearly all from Belleville were 
sick, but it did not affect me in tho least. 

We have had ono death on board, a 
private from Ottawa, belonging to our 
Company, Deslauriers by name. He was 
buried at sea, and it was the very sad- 
dest sight I have ever seen. He was tied 
op in a canvas bag, loaded with lead, and 
then laid on a board and slid overboard 

We saw whales and schools of por- 
poises in the North Atlantic, and now we 
sit through the day and see flying fish 
and now and then a shark. 

I only wish we knew as much war news 
4s you do, as we aro all anxious to know 
our fate. 

We have a smoking concert every week 
and, taking it on the whole, we are not 
having a bad time. 

We have a Y. M. C. A. on board, and 
on Sunday service is conducted by the 
English Church clergyman, and every 
evening we have prayers at 6:30, 

We have had no contagious diseases on 
board, and we have all been vaccinated. 
I can’t think of any more to write now, 
and it is no easy work writing a letter 
with a thousand mon about.

The question of abolishing | 
the fourth form in the High School was | 
again brought forward, but the matter was 
deferred for further information.

Wedden, J. Martin, W, OC. Reid, 0. J 
Bowell, W. P. Hudson, H. Walker, H. 
Pringle and F. E, O'Flynn. 

After the reading and confirming of the 
mnjnutes of the last meeting of the board 
the following communications and _peti- 
tions were read : 


A circular was read from the High school 
of Montreal in reference to celebrating 
Empire day. Referred to echool manage- 
ment committee. 

From Miss Anning, stating that she is 
still teaching the Kindergarton. 

REPORTS, 
The Finatice Committee recommended 
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the payment of a number of accounts. 

The Committee recommerded that a 
grant of $25 be made to Mr, Jas. Biggs 
On account of an accident which occurred 
to him whilst at work at No. 2 school, 
and also that a grant of $15 be given to 
Mr. Tuppin for injuries received whilst 
at work at Grier street school, both being 
caretakers. 


The School Management Committee 
recommended that in view of the fact that 
but eight children who formerly attended 
the Station School were now going to 
school, it would not be advisable to reopen 
that school. 

That Mics Sadie Morton be engaged as 
ateacher atthe first vacancy which oc- 
curs, and that Miss M. McKay be the 
second teacher employed when there is a 
vacancy. 

The Committee of Queen Victoria 
School recommerded that some. two or 
three stools for teachers be purchased. 

The same Committee recommended 
that the matter of appointing a caretaker 
for theschool be deferred to next meet- 
ing, when a report will be presented, 

Mr, Milburn, Principal of the High 
School, presented his report for the month 
of November, stating that she average 
daily atte.dance was 168, an increase of 6 
over October ; in punctuality there was an 
improvement, and the order and conduct 
was good.

Six,—1t has been remarked that muni- 
cipal officers for 1900 are “tbackward in 
coming forward.” Is there any reason 
for this? Are the problems for next 
year's Council such as to watrant the 
usual rush of candidates. Surely the tax- 
payers aro unaware of the financial mael- 
Strom they are approaching, or are, most 
negligent in civic affairs. 

Our young men are ready and willing 
enough to respond to the call to arms for 
homo or Empire, why, then should not 
our older citizens, our test business men, 
such as Sir Mackenzie Bowell or ‘Thomas 
Ritchie, Esq , respond to the clarion 
cry: ‘Save Belleville.” I am not an 
undue alarmist in calling attention to the 
fact that our assessable property is rather 
decreasing instead of increasing. See 
Auditor's report that our debt is about 70 
per cent. more than it was three years 
ago, and in calling attention to the fact 
that our coming legislators must place the 
rolling mills and waterworks debentures,. 
must provide for about $80,000 uncontrol- 
lable expenditure, ‘or raise this much 
money to pay claims of which the Alder- 
men of 1899 have not had or can have a 
word to say. 

If the other usual expenditures are 
made arate of about 25 mills on the 
dollar on our present assessment will be 
necessary next year, 

These are solid facts for sensible people, 
and it strikes me that the best method of 
rallying to the flag at our City Hall 
“Heroes for the Strife” is by newspaper 
agitation,

SEASICK ON SEA LEGS. — 


Officers and Sailors of the Navy Fre- 
quently Distressed, 

“The officers and sailors of the navy 
are frequent sufferers from seasick- 
ness, eyen after they have got their 
sea legs on,” observed a nayal surgeon 
to a reporter. “Indeed 1 think I can 
safely say that, young and old, one- 
third of the entire nayy officers as well 
as men are seasick during storms as 
well as at other times. In theory naval 


' officers and sailors are entirely free 


from ‘such so called weakness, but, In 
fact, they have stomachs and are suf- 
ferers at times the same as the rest 
of humanity. 

“The sallor in this respect has many 
advantages oyer the nayal officers and 
is less sensitive to seasickness for the 
reason that he seldom has what is 
called shore duty to perform, and he 
is on the ship all the time, barring 
the days off now and then of liberty. 
When an officer, it is entirely different, 
for he seldom ‘has to spend as much 
time on the ship as he does on shore. 
The three years’ sea duty are generally 
followed by three years’ shore duty, 
during which time his sea legs and 
stomach entirely disappear and haye 
to be bullt up again. 

“It 1s rare that an officer on return 
to sen duty does not have to go 
through all the painful and distressing 
experiences of his first seasickness, 
and | am not sure but each recurrence 
of this experience 1s worse than’ the 
original. I have known a dozen ofli- 
cers of from 15 to 25 years’ experience 
in the navy, and I know of at least 50 
others who admit that they are as Ilia- 
ble to seasickness now as they were 
when they were middies fresh from 
me Nayal academy.’—Wasbington

Washington, Dec. 11.—The recip- 
rocity treaties negotiated between 
the United States and France, and 
hetween the United States and Great 
Britain during the past summer, the 
terms of which have been carefully 
guarded, have at last been printed, 
They were transmitted to the Senate 
on Tuesday, and will be taken up 
for consideration by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations at the 
first meeting of that committee, 
which will probably be held next 
Wednesday. The treaty with reat 
Britain covers the dependencies of 
Jamaica, Bermuda, Barbadoes, Bri- 
lish Guiana and Turk’s and Calcos 
Islands. All the agréements include 
lists of articles on which concessions 
are made by the respective parties.

“oontract upon (hoe advice of eminent 
counsel ir Toronto," 
Tho statement thatthe City Solicitor 
gave his opinion upon the validity of the 
contract ** under prossure,” ia not only 


an insult to that gentleman, but a gross 


libel upon his profeasional integrity and 


honesty. Any professional man acting 
for a corporation, who could bo induced 
to give an opinion ‘under pressure,” 
contrary to that which ho be 
lieves to be right, should not 
bo retaincd one momont longer than 


it would take to dismiss him, That that 
is the only intorpretation which can bo 
pul upon the words “under pressure,” is 
confirmed by what follows; that he, the 
sokitor, had the Mayor 
against relying too stcongly upon ite” that 
is, his own opinion. 

Let us say here, most emphatically, that 
we do not believe one word of these state- 
ments, nor do we believe there is a man 
in Bolleville who knows Mr. Masson, the 
City Solicitor, who would believe him 
e@able of such unprofessional and dis- 
honorable conduct as to give “under pres- 
sure,” an opinion upon a point of law 
which he did not believe to be correct, at 
the dictation or suggestion of anyone, no 
matter what position he mighc hold. 

Let us ask does he not owe it to himself 
to resent such a vile slander upon his pro- 
fessional reputation ; unless forsooth, 
he deems any and all statements and in- 
sipuations coming from the source it did, 
as harmless in their character and incap- 
able of injuring the reputation of any one, 
particularly where tho parties are known ; 
but there 1s such a thing as slander travel 
ling beyond the narrow limits of the cir- 
culation of the medium through which 
the vile filth flows. 

The bugaboo of throwing in the face of 
the people, alleged opinions of ‘eminent 
counsel,” looks very much like bluff. If 
such opinions exist, let them be shown, 
and, if satisfactory, the result might 


“cautioned 


be a withdrawal from the position 
taken by the city authorities. 
Such a Coursa woul. be no re 


flection upon either party. The most 
eminent lawyers in Canada and elsewhere 
haye been mistaken and had their opin- 
ions set aside and reversed by the courts, 
and no one thought of questioning either 
their honesty or integr ty. It was only the 
other day that such men as Christopher 
Robinson, B. B, Osler, and others, had 
their contentions set at naught by the 
judges in the case of the rights of the 
Ontario Government to adopt regulations 
compelling the manufacture of logs taken 
from Crown lands in Canada, It is not 
long since that the decision of 13 out of 
16 of our Superior Court Judges, including 
the unanimous decision of the Supreme 
Court, was reversed by the Law Lords of 
she Privy Council in England, and no one 
Was found vile enough to charge any or 
either of them with haying acted “under 
pressure.” Such insinuations and charges 
only emanate from those who are actuated 
by such motives themse'ves. 

Ip the interests of the taxpayers let tho 
Suggestion of the Mayor be acted upon, 
that the case of the City be submitted to 
the best legal authority obtainable, which, 
when secured, can be a guide for any 
future action. 

Ifthe City has any rights not already 
frittered away to corporations and com- 
panies, let people know what they are. If 
there are none left, there can be no ques 
tion as to what should be done,

A STAGE DRAGON. 


How the One For Wagner's Opera Is 
Made and Worked, 

Many people, if not all that have seen 
and heard Wagner's “Rhinegold,” have 
wondered about the inner workings of 
the dragon, 30 feet long, that plays a 
conspicuous part in that beautiful music 
drama. ‘The secret is disclosed by Gus- 
tay Kobbe in an article in The Century 
on “Wagner Behind the Scenes.” 

As the performance progresses, the 
next mechanical property of interest is 
the snake, into which, in the Nibelheim 
scene, Alberich changes himself by 
means of the tarnhelmet, to prove to 


Wotan and Loge the truth of his boast ~ 


that he can assume any guise. Alberich 
steps behind a rock, Immediately a huge 
snake issues from behind it and crosses 
the stage with the undulating movements 
of a serpent. This is a famous bit of 
theatrical property, the mechanism of 
which is as simple as it is ingenious. The 
snake is mounted on small wheels which 
are entirely hidden from view, and it 
would be child's play to draw it across 
the stage with a wire. This would not, 
however, give the realistic motions de- 
sired. 

A section in the serpent’s back opens 
on hinges. A man gets inside the mon- 
ster, stretches himself out face down- 
ward, and the lid is closed. The man 
thrusts a couple of sharp pegs through 
holes in the snake's belly, and by digging 
them into the stage floor works the beast 
along, while, with a string which he 
holds between his teeth, he plays the 
lower jaw of the monster so that it 
shows its fangs as it crosses the stage. 

The serpent’s tail is made in joints 
connected by two wires to which stirrups 
are attached. The man puts his feet in 
the stirrups, and by moving his legs as 
if he were swimming makes the long tail 
curve and straighten out again. This, 
combined with the forward motion, gives 
the realistic effect which saves serpent 
and scene from being ridiculous. 

When in temporary retirement, not 
from lack of public appreciation, but be- 
cause a manager cannot always be giy- 
ing operas with snakes and dragons, the 
pet monster of the Metropolitan Opera 
House is hauled up high in the air be- 
neath one of the fly galleries, and, sus- 
peuded there, is left to his own interest- 
ing neditations on the gods and demi- 
xods, so plentiful in bis day, when hu- 
mun beings appear to have been rather 
scarce, 


MIND READING. 


A Parlor Trick That Is Surprising 
and Mystifying, 

One member of the company may be 
xeutly prompted to beg that Mr, and 
Mis. So-nnd-so give a test of mind read- 
ing. When the question is settled, all the 
compiny take seats, and an easy chair is 
f ided for the mind reader, who is sup- 
posed to be in a semitrance. 

Yhen slips of paper and a good, soft 
penell that will make a dark mark are 
handed around, Bach person present is 
to write down the name of some person, 
famous hero or anthor, musician or art- 
ist or some person, Man or woman, whose 
mime a’ household word.

The mind 
reader never makes a mistake and al- 
Wiys Says something so opposite that ev- 
ery one knows who is meant before the 
slip is given him from which be reads the 
word. <A clever man can do wonders and 
have every one (who does not know the 
trick) marveling at it. All watch the as- 
sistant to be sure she does not tell him. 

The trick is here. Lhe first slip that is 
prt on his head is not the first one an- 
swered. A pretended answer is given to 
a question that is not asked, and that 
leaves the mind reader free to begin on 
the real question when be gets the first 
slip with its nome. So, if his first an- 
swer was Paderewski, he ves the 
slip with perhaps George Washington, 
and so on through all the lot. If one has 
never seen that done and it is well done,

ARTILLERY SAVED A ROUT. 


British at Stormberg Set ut an Impossi- 
ble Task, and Were 1 reacheronsly 
Guided. 


London, Dee, 11.—Later details regarding 
the disaster to Gen, Gatacre’s column 
show that but for the magnificent work 
of the British artillery, the disaster would

Heavy Cargo of Ammunition,

arm ammunition tn 8640 boxes; 7000 rounds 
of shrapnel and common shell, and 4000 
yvounds of S-In. lyddite shell In 2000 boxes; 
851 boxes of fuses and 40 boxes of pistol 
ammunition. i 

In addition there {s a large quantity of 
star shell, by which the enemy's position 
can be ascertained ufter dark and thelr 
camps sbelled durine night. each shell 
contains six stars of magnesium Ught com- 
position, burning between 13 and 14 see- 
ouds, und seven stars of signal light com- 
position, bifrning between 34 and 86 see- 
onda. 

The shell Is fired by a time fuse, and. by 
the adoption of a code of different colors, 
communication can be kept up between two 
bodies of British troops who may be located 
a considerable distance from each other.

Ald, Doyle said the contract in question 
was made some time ago, and there was a 
difference in three years, He thought we 
should get better terms from Mr. Pearson 
than he offered.

Doyle went on to 
show how the City could make a savil g 
by erecting and oporating their owt 
works, and, after speaking for somo time, 
gaye it as his opinion that tha matter 
should be laid over for the Council of 
1900 to deal with, 

Ald. Bogart did not believe this Council 
should shirk the responsibility. He was 
willing to tuke his share, EH hoped Mr. 
Pearson would seo his way clear to accede 
to the scale drawn up by the Committee. 

Ald. Starling could not see any object 
in leaving the matter for the next Council 
to deal with. Thoy were business men 
and he thought they ought to deal with 
the matter in a business way.

The attack was properly timed, 
but failed. 

‘The Guards were ordered to protect 
the Highlanders’ right and rear. 

‘The cavalry and mounted infantry, 
with a howitzor artillery battery, attacked 
the enemy on the left and the Guards on 
the right, supported by field artillery. 

“They sholied the position from day- 
break and at 1:18 I sent the Gordons to 
support the Highlander brigade. 

“The troops held their own in front of 


tho enemy's entrenchments until dark, 
the position extending, including tho 
kopje, for a distance of six miles toward 
the Modder River. 

“To-day I am holding my position and 
entrenching myself. I had to face at 
least 12,000 men. Our loss was great.” 

Pretoria, Dec. 11.—A great battle took 
place at Modder River on Sunday. All 
the Boer positions were maintained and 
41 British prisoners were taken.

HOW IT ALL HAPPENED. 


Stery Told by Julian Kalph of The Len- 
don Daily Mail. 


London, Dec. 14.—Mr. Julian Ralph, de 
scribing the battle at Magersfontein In a 
special despatch to The Dally Mall, says : 
‘The Boers were entrenched at Magersfon- 
teln, four miles north of Modder River, At 
dawn Monday the Highlanders, adyancio 
across the veldt, were suddenly subjecte 
to a murderous fire from the trenches about 
200 yards In front. The greater part of the 
fearful loss of the day was thos suffered 
in a single minute, 

“Startled and overwhelmed, the brigade 
retired quickly, but soon rajifed and retala- 
ed thelr position. This was on the left. 

“On the right the Guards’ na gade ad- 
yanced across the veldt against the other 
trenches and fought an Invisible foe for 15 
hours, 

“At 11 in the morning the Gordon High- 
landers were sent forward. The Boers al- 
lowed them to pass one line of trenches, 
and then enfiladed them, We raked the 
Boer trenches with artillery throughout the 
day. The fighting only ceased with nigut- 
fall.” 


GENERAL WAUCHOPE KILLED. 


Distinguished OMcer Whe Feught Many 
Nattles Died at Medder River, 


London, Dec. 14.—The War Office 
has received the following despatch 
from General Forestier-Walker :—— 
“Cape Town, Tuesday, Dee, 12— 
Methuen wires that Gen. Wauchope 
was killed in action yesterday.” 

Major-General Andrew G. Wau- 
chope, C.B., C.M.G., was a high dis- 
tinguished officer of the British ar- 
my, He was Brigadier-General com- 
manding the British First Brigade 
of the Egyptian expeditionary force 
in 1898. ‘He entered the army in 
1865, was promoted colonel in 1888, 
served in fhe Ashanti War, 1873, in 
the Egyptian war, 1882, in the Sou- 
dan expedition of 1884, and in the 
Nile expedition of 1884-88. General 
Wauchope had been wounded -four 
times, three times severely.

OANADA’S LANDSCAPE ARTIST, | 


Gketeh of the Late L. K. O'Brieu's Active 
Career. 


Toronto, Dec, 14,—After nearly 
eight months’ painful illness, Mr. 
Lucius Richard O’Brien, Canada’s fa- 
mous landscape artist, passed away 
at 10.15 o'clock last night at his 
late residence, 20 College strect. Mr 
O’Brien was taken ill last May, and 
two months later was compelled to 
take to his bed. Deceased was jorn 
at “The Woods,”’ Shanty Say, Ont., 
Aug. 15, 1832, and was consequent- 
ly in his 67th year. He was the 
second son of the late Lieut.-C'. B. 
G. O’Brien, who at one time com- 
manded the Simcoe Foresters. At 
the age of 12 years he came to To- 
ronto with his parents, and ent-red 
Upper Canada College. In 1847 he 
entered an architect's office ani a 
few years later practised as a civil 
engineer, 

During the early part of his 
he spent most of his time in skotch- 
ing in the open air and by dint of 
hard work and a love of nature soon 
established himself as a clever Iand- 
scape painter, When the Ontario 
Society of Artists was in its second 
year, in 1878, he was elected a vice- 
president, an office which he held 
until 1880, when he was vnaniu‘ous- 
ly chosen president of the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art, founded 
in that year by the Marquis of Lorne 
and the Princess Louise. In 189% he 
Was elected president of the nyowly- 
formed Provincial Guild of Sculpiure. 

Mr. O'Brien had made hitnself cele- 
brated through his masterpiece: of 
art. One of his pictures, entitled, 
“*Quebec,”’ a landscape of the Lower

Province, hangs in Windsor Custle 
It was painted expressly for the 
Queen. Another picture, “‘Lords «of

The sensation is simply inde- 
scribable in words. It seems to jar every 
separate fiber in the body, and the ten- 
sion is so terrible that one is apt to feel 
the effect for days. The average man 
ean't stand many spurts at even 65 miles 
an hour, Jet alone 150. He comes out of 
such an ordeal ‘all broke up,’ and jumps 
when he hears unexpected noises, like a 
hysterical woman. My own theory is 
that the effect produced mainly 
through the sight. You have to look 
straight ahead, but at the same time you 
see the things whizzing past on both sides 
out of the tail of your eye, and it is as if 
something had hold of the optic nerve 
and was pulling it out like a rubber band. 
That's a pretty clumsy explanation, but 
it’s as near as I can come to it. Many’s 
the time I've staggered when I got up

Last session a bill was passed in Ottawa 
@uthorizing the construcion of a railway 
through the centre of the districts in 
which the bye-clections were to be held, 
and the Provincial Legislature about the 
same timo authorized the annual payment 
in perpetuity of $12,000 to secure for 
vehicular and pedestrian tratiic the uses 
of the bridge over the Hillsborough, which 
formed part of said railway. A railway 
intersecting the centre of both districte, 
and a bridge a mile long over the Hiils- 
borough, to be available for ordinary road, 

senger and waggon traflic. 

These were some of the baits which the 
Governments at Ottawa and Charlotto- 
town held out to the electors for the pur- 
pose of catching their voles. It might 
have been supposed such promises of 
material benefits would have been suttici: 
ently groat to sway and corrupt the von- 
stituencies, but they were not. 

These advantages, however, were not 
all that was offered, for the two Govern- 
ments, acting in concert, devised other 
scheme: by which they hoped to overcome 
the repugnance of the electors to vote for 
their candidates. What are called alter- 
native or Joop lines were surveyed for the 
route of the railway, and the people were 
given to uuderstand that the route to be 
adopted would depend ugen the support 
the Government received in the different 
localities. The first section of the railway, 
starting opposite Charlottetown, was not 
subject to eny difference of opinion or 
interest regarding its location, therefore 
simultaneously with the issue of the elec- 
tion writs, cendere were called for for the 
grading of those ten miles, This was 
done, although the profiles, opecifications, 
et2., were not ready for inspection, and 
although no grading could be dono until 
spribg. , 

To cap the climax, Mr Sharp, the super- 
intendent of the railway, Was sent out to 
arrange tor compensation to land-owners, 
most of whom were yoters at the elections 
then in progress. Mr, Sharp explained 
that he took this action under the author- 
ity of the Minister of Railways. 

As if these induceménts were not sufli- 
cient to capture the electors, the Hon. Sir 
Louis Davies, Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, arrived at the Island and an- 
nounced a series of seven meetings in the 
two districts. At the first of these 
meetings the Minister uttered a distinct 
threat that if the people voted against the 
candidates of the Provincial Governmant 
the building of the railway might be hind- 
ered or stoppod, which threat he continued 
to use at his subsequent meetings, re- 
garding it as his trump card. 

Sir Louis’ cajolery failed. Tho road 
system in Prince Edward Island is under 
the direct control of the Provincial Goy- 
ernment, and the officers called super- 
visors, were in charge of the boodling 
brigade. Gangs of men whose votes were 
doubtful were set to work by the day or 
by private contracts, working on the roads 
and bridges cf the two districts, Not- 
withstanding these enormous odds against 
them, Messrs. Prowse and McLean, the 
Conservative candidates, mado a splendid 
fight and won, giving a death blow to 
Gritigm in Prince Edward Island. 

‘The ball was set in motion in Manitoba, 
and has reached the Island by the sea. 
Let the wave continue to roll, until in 
every province Gritism and its baneful 
effects upon the country has been buried 
twenty fathoms under the sea. 

The signs are ominious, Grit-Rouge- 
Laurier-Tartism isnesr its end. So mote

AGAIN IN THE FIELD. 


By reference to another column it will 
be seen that, at the request of a large 
number of citizens, Mayor Johnson has 
again become a candidate for the Mayor- 
alty.

What they claim practically amounts 
to this: Their franchise is to rua for twen- 
ty years from 1896, and at tho expiration 
of that time the Vity can, by giving three 
months’ notice, acquire their system by 
purchase. If the City does not aee fit to 
purchase the plant the Company claim that 
their franchise Jasta till Gabriel blows his 
horn. In plain English, they claim the 
right to sell light for twenty years and 
then either force the city to buy their ap 
paratus or tacitly grant them a perpetual 
iranchise, It would be difficult to find p 
more,astonished Int of men than the Ald- 
ermen, when Mr, Pearson's contention 
was made known to them, The matter 
was discussed for over two hours before 
any conclusion was reached, and the only 
conclusion they came to thon was that 
they kad better go home and think it over,

Ald, Jones here stated that before ad- 
journing they had to consider the agree- 
ment hetween the City and Mr. Pearson's 
Company, which the City Solicitor kad 
beon instructed to prepare for this meet- 
ing. Mr. Pearson and his solicitor, Mr. 
Smoke, were present, and he thought 
they might as well settle the matter up at 
once. 


Mr. Pearsoo, Mr, Masson and Mr. 
Smoke came in, the two legal gintleman 
being armed with formidable looking 
documents, 

Mr, Masson stated that, in accordance 
with his instructions, he had drawn up a 
copy of an agreement, and Mr.Smoke had 
drawn up another. Though in different 
words, they were essentially the same 
except in one or two important poiaots, 
The main difference was in the matter of 
the length of the franchise. It was pnder- | 
stood by the Aldermen that the franchise 
was to run for twenty years from 1896. 
Mr. Smoke claimed that, unless the City 
bought the Qompany out at the end of 
twenty yeara,the franchise was a perpetual 
one. 

This was a body blow for the members 
of the Committee and they were apeech- 
less for a minute or two. 

The Mayor got his wind first and said 
Mr. Pearson was trying to raise another 
point altogether. 

Mr. Pearson demurred, and said he had 
never discussed the question of a 20-year 
franchise at all. He was willing to go by 
clause 7 of the agreement. If any of the 
Aldermen had jumped at a wrong conclu. 
sion that was not his fault. 

The Mayor, Ald. Bogart and Panter all 
spoke in the some strain. ‘They had 
understood the franchise was for twenty 
yours: 

Mr. Smoke did a little special pleading 
and pointed out that the Company simply 
wanted to protect itself. If the contention 
of the Aldermen was allowed to stand the 
Company would find itself at the end of 
twenty years with a useless plant on its 
hinds and no redress.

STARTLING EVIDENCE, 


Ex-President Weir Sworn in Case of the 
Defunct Ville Marie Bank~Cash 
Was Manipulated. 


Montreal, Dec. 18.—(Speclal.)—Startling 
evidence came out at the trial of Account- 
ant Lemieux of the defunct Ville Marie 
Bank. ‘The ex-president, Mr. W. Weir, 
Was sworn and said that on the 30th of 
August, 1898, on amaunt of $21,040 had been 
taken from reserye and placed in the tell- 
er’s cash, This had been done to supply & 
shortage which hud been found in the In- 
side yault. Mr. Lemieux had  aduitted 
the shortage, but covered it with notes 
to the satisfaction of the directors. 

‘To the court; Wefore the safe had been 
examined Lemleyx had not spoken of th> 
shortage. He had admitted it afterwards. 

To Mr. Fitzpatrick: The $21,040 had been 
taken from the vault, of which Mr. W. 
Weir and Mr, Lemieux alone had keys, al- 
though Mr, Weir had oiten lent bis key to 
Mr. Herbert or otker persons when away 
visiting branches. Lemicnux had glyen $26,- 
000 of Bale des Chaleurs notes to cover 
the shortage, ‘Those notes were consid- 
ered good at the time, They had not been 
paid up to the thme the bank had closed. 
the notes had been placed to Mr. Lemleux's 
credit and of course It balanceil, 

On the 26th of September, 1898, Mr. 
Welr had again examined the tellers cash. 
‘Lhe teller was Mr, Herbert. Mr, Welr had 
first told Mr. Lemieux of his intention to 
examine the casb, when Mr. Lemieux had 
asked him to walt until the following day. 
Mr. Weir, aowever, had said that wan 
against the rules. Lemieux had not then 
walted for the cash to be counted, as he 
ought to haye done. The cash on that 
day should have been $218,010; $49,000 had 
heen found, and a memorandum for $17%,- 
000, which Herbert had told witness was 
in the vault. The yault had been checked 
a few days before, and witness knew the 
money was vot there. ; 

Meantime Mr. Lemieux had gone “on bis 
holidays," leaving a note that he would be 
back in tlme to balance his books at the 
end of the month, In about a week It 
Was dlacovered that Mr, Lemieux bad gone 
to New York, Witness bad gone to New 
York and seen Lemieux, who had told him 
that jt was absurd that there could be 
shortage of $173,000, As a matter of fact 
the eum of $178,000 had disappeared and 
the bank had to redeem the notes. Le 
wileux bad returned to Montreal and re 
entered the serylce of the bank, out un- 
der different circumstances, He had falled 
tu ever effectively explain the shortage of

Our cavalry and feld guns were station- 
od on e@lther wing, The naval guns were 
posted jn a central position on the west 
aide of the railway, while Col. Long, with 
his artillery, went to the east side of the 
rallway on the right of the infantry. Gen, 
Hi'dyard = sent ahead = the Queen's 
Royal West Surreys on the eight and 
the Devons on the left of his front, 
while Gen. Hart pushed on the Inniskillings. 
Connaught Rangers and Dublin Fusl'iers. 
Our front extended for u distance of about 
six miles, 

“The Boers had evidently fully extended 
thelr llue. Their extreme mobility almost 
gives them a front In air. 

Whea the British Guns Began, 

“The guns were booming around Undy- 
smith when ours broke the silence around 
Colenso by shelling the foothills north of 
the Tugela River and Fort Wyle, which 
stands upon a ridge nearest the bridge. 
With skill and labor 
the Roers had bullt 
walls and forts and 
had dug successive 
trenches on the road, 
commanding every 
line of approach 
from Estcourt to Co- 
lenso, 

“The country is 
bare and gently un- 
dulating—similar, In- 
deed, to our downs, 
Our troops, there- 
fore, had to advance 
to the Tugela with- 
out any cover, 

“The battle com- 
menced before 6 

Gen, Hildyard. o'clock In the morn- 
ing, but the Boers made no reply to the 
heavy cannonade which our bluejackets di- 
rected upon them. Few of the enemy were 
visible. They lay hidden behind their hill 
works, but on our infantry and batteries 
pnd cavalry nearing Colenso a sharp mus- 
ketry fire Was opened on them by the Boers 
from the houses on the river bank, benind 
which many of the enemy had been con- 
eealed for hours. 

Then the Boer Guns Replied, 

“It was 6.20 o'clock when the Boer bat- 
ferles opened fire yt oun field artillery, 
cayalry and infantry om the east of the 
railway, Their cannon Included a Crevsgt 
560-pounder, Krupps and q Hotchkiss, qa ma- 
chine guo which, while being discaarged, 
gives forth a villainous and unnerylng rat 
tat-ta—a sort of voluminous postman's 
knock. The enemy's shells were soon 
Tf In all directions, but our indoml- 
table Infantry, in the face of the fusilade, 
which really was one continuous roar of 
shot and shell, fought gallantly on and 
gained Colenso. | 

“Col, Long rushed In the batteries In or- 
der to get close range, When suddenly the 
Boers sprang up and opencd a destructive 
fire with Mausers at a range of en'y 600 
yards, Gunners and horses were rapidly 
shot down, With the utmost pluck our 
private soldiers took teams to recover the 
cannon, but the animals were killed, and 
ten field pleces were not recovered, despite 
the heroic efforts of our fellows to get them 
back, 

“It was here that Lieut. Roberts was hit. 

“Gen, Barton sent in some companies of 
Scoteh and Irish Fusillers to assist. 

Work of the Irish Brigade, 

"Meapwhile Gen, Hart's brigade, shelled 
by the enemy and pelted from the hilltops 
with Mauser bullets from the trenches on 
the river bank, inet with an equally terstble 
opposition. But despite the great losses 
which were sustalned the boys of the Irish 
brigade grandly won across the river, 
though a few of them were drowned In the 
passage. But they found the position un- 
tenable and were ordered to retire, 

“At noon our troops withdrew to ‘heir 
former camp, the Boera eyincing no ‘dispo- 
sition to follow us up. 

“During the action the enemy's relnforce- 
nents galloped up to occupy the trenches.”

Washington, D.C., Dec, 26, (Chicago Ke 
cord Speclat)—Officlals here are deeply in 
tereste in report that Holland ane 
Irish soclet re planning a» rald on Cur 
ada broadly shidlar fo Coat attempted by 
the Penilans Iu 1sk)-6. The adminiatratlon 
will make diligent efforts to maintain the 
neutral position waleh, international lave 
demands under the circumstances, While 

citizens and forelgners Hving within our 

borders have the right to Beli all sorts of 
supplies to elther the Boers or the British, 
dssuming the risk of condscation apon the 
high seas, when the cargoes are contrabanst 
of war, it Is Incumbent upon the Gorern- 
ment to exorcise its authority to the utmost 
to prevent the organization In the United 

States of armies or socteties Intended to In- 

yude the territory of elther of the natlons 
at war. 

Promoters Keep Under Cover, 

With the knowledge that the administra- 
tlon would be required to assist Great Bri- 
tain to the extent of preventing an inya- 
sion of Canada from the United States the 
promoters of the scheme, if It ts really 
contemplated, are keeping under cover, 
‘Their arrest would Immediately follow de 
tection, ‘The secret service agents of the 
Treasury Department are at work endea- 
vorlug to ascertaln what foundation there 
Is for the rumors that Boer sympathizers 
mre organizing four armies (o cross the 
Canadian boundary at different polnts, and 
the full machinery at the disposal of the 

President will be set In motion if neces: 
sary to frustrate any such plan, 
One Army in the Northwest. 

The reports which have reached Washing- 
ton of the proposed {nyasion state that 
one army Is being recrulted in Chicago, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas, and that it wlil 
be of the first Importance tn size and du- 
thes. Its line of march js given as through 
the aylley of the Red River of the North to 
Winnipeg. The people of Manitoba are ex- 
pected to welcome the Invaders. The se- 
cond ariny ts to be formed In Ohio or Micht- 

‘an, cross the Detroit or the St. Lawrence 
River, uncet sympathizers on the Cunadlan 
side and then luvade the Province of On- 
tario. The third body !s to be thrown 
across from Northern New York, and the 

. fourth from Maine, The plans as reported 

do not contemplate an attack upon strongly 
fortified places, but propose to ralse the 
standard of rebellion in the country dls 
tricts, 

Cuban Filibusters Appronched, 

‘The sympathizers alleged’to be behind the 
movement haye, It Is stated, approached 
mien who were successful In Cuban filbus- 
tering expeditions, with the purpose of 
enilating thelr services, as with thelr ex- 
perience the promoters hope to outwit our 
Government and escape punishment under 
the neutrality laws, Washington friends of 
the Boers Dractically Admit that an Inyasion 
of Canada may be attempted iu the east, 

but are careful not to commit themselves 
to the extent of confessing a violation of 
the laws, The Canadian authorities have 
been notified of the rumors, and will be 
kept informed by our Government of de- 
velopment. 
Would Stop Reinforcementa, 

One explanation offered for the repart 
that an invasion of Canada ls contemplated 
is that the Boer sympathizers have started 
It with the hope of creating a diversion 
which will result In the British Goyernmeut 
refraining from drawlog fresh troops from 
Canada for service In Africa. It Is stated 
in this connection that sympathizers realla- 
ing the Lportance of preventing reinforce- 
ments reaching the British have decided to 
announce the proposed invasion to keep the 
Canndians at home, aud thus deprive Great 
Britain of recruits from’ that colony. 
Should this be the purpose of the sym- 
pathizers they may be expected to carry 
the scheme to the announcement of Intend- 
ed Invasion of other British colonies, 

Not Worth Noticing,
